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Foreword 


The work of committees is vital to the effective functioning of the legislative arm 
of government. Select committees, comprised of Members of the Assembly, are 
appointed by the Assembly on an ad hoc basis to inquire into or deal with specific 
problems or issues and to report their findings so that decisions may be reached and 
appropriate action taken. Unlike standing committees, which are appointed for the life 
of the Parliament, select committees cease to exist once they have reported their findings 
to the Assembly. 


The reports of select committees constitute valuable records of considerable 
significance to historians, political scientists, teachers, librarians and other researchers and 
are especially useful for the pre-Confederation period. Pre-Confederation select 
committees addressed broad issues of recurring importance to a pioneer society such as 
agriculture, banks and banking, the courts, currency, customs and duties, education, land 
grants and land settlement (including the clergy reserves), the militia, trade and 
transportation (including bridges, canals, navigation, lighthouses, railways and roads). 
Post-Confederation select committees have ranged widely over a variety of topics from 
advertising and highway safety to mining and motorized snow vehicles, and from Ontario 
Hydro and pensions to regional government and Sunday shopping. 


This checklist records the reports of select committees published by the 
Assemblies of the Province of Upper Canada (1792-1841), the Province of Canada (1841- 
1867) and the Province of Ontario (1867-1991). In all, 557 reports are listed complete 
with historical notes to enhance their usefulness. Some 299 of these select committees 
reported during the period of the Province of Upper Canada and 133 during the period of 
the Province of Canada. From 1867, when the Province of Ontario was created, to 1991, 
a total of 125 select committees were appointed and reported. 


This checklist supersedes earlier editions published by the Legislative Library in 
1980 and 1985 covering the post-Confederation period. It is one of several publications 
issued by the Legislative Library to mark the 200th anniversary of the first session of the 
first Parliament of Upper Canada which took place at Newark (now Niagara-on-the-Lake) 
17 September 1792. It is a companion volume to Royal Commissions and Commissions 
of Inquiry for the Provinces of Upper Canada, Canada and Ontario, 1792 to 1991: A 
Checklist of Reports, published concurrently. 


I would like to acknowledge the work of the two principal compilers and editors 
of the checklist, Richard Sage and Aileen Weir, Reference Librarians, whose dedication 
and conscientious efforts went well beyond the normal call of duty, and to commend them 
for having produced this valuable reference book on the reports of select committees.

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Introduction 


The publication of this checklist brings together a listing of reports of select 
committees issued respectively by the Assemblies of the Provinces of Upper Canada, 
Canada, and Ontario from 1792 to 1991. The definition of a select committee is as it is 
used today, that is, any committee struck ad hoc by the Legislative Assembly, whether 
described as "select" or not, comprised of Members of the Legislative Assembly, with 
specific terms of reference to investigate a particular issue. A select committee must 
report its findings to the Legislature at which time the committee ceases to exist. 


In the early assemblies, the majority of committees struck were called "select" when, in 
fact, they functioned more like the current day standing committees. Of the over 1500 
Select Committees identified in the pre-Confederation period, 432 have been included. 
The remainder were excluded for one or more of the following reasons: 


. the committee did not submit a report, without which it was not possible to 
determine whether or not the Committee ever met; 

° the report made by the committee consisted solely of a bill with no other 
supporting material; 

° the committee was deemed to have served a function similar to a current 
day standing committee; 

° the subject under investigation pertained exclusively to Lower Canada; 

. the committee dealt solely with ceremonial or housekeeping issues; 

° the committee was struck to meet with representatives of the Legislative 
Council in order to resolve differences over legislation; 

° the committee was struck to examine a specific controverted election, rather 
than to a general examination of procedures and policies relating to such 
elections; 

° the committee was struck to examine petitions or matters that were of a 


minor or personal nature. 


It should also be noted that it was not possible to determine whether any select committee 
reports were presented to the Legislature for the years 1794 to 1797, 1809, 1812 to 1813 
and 1815 since the Journals for these years are incomplete or missing. 


Organization 


The checklist is divided into three sections corresponding to the three major periods 
in the political history of the Province: Upper Canada (1792 - 1841), the Province of 
Canada (1841-1867) and the Province of Ontario (1867 - 1991). All entries are arranged 
chronologically by the date of appointment which, unless otherwise specified, has been 
established from the Journals. Each committee has been assigned a unique number which

corresponds to the references in the indexes. Entries for the Upper Canada (1792 - 1841) 
and Province of Canada (1841 - 1867) periods are prefaced by UC and PC respectively. 


Information Provided 


In most of the post-Confederation entries the form of name of the committee is as 
it appears on the title page of the report. Pre-Confederation committee names often 
corresponded to the entire terms of reference and were too lengthy for convenient use. 
In these cases, a title was created and is recorded in the "Notes" for the entry. 


The name the committee Chair was taken from the report of the committee or from 
the Journals. In those instances where the Chair could not be identified, the name of the 
committee member who presented the report to the House was listed, with the word 
"reported" after the member’s name. 


Committee members’ names were taken from the appointment announcement in the 
Journals. Where the date of appointment for a committee member differs from that of 
the committee itself, or where a member has been removed at some later date, this has 
been noted. In most cases the spelling of the Member’s name was the one used in the 
Journals at the time of the appointment. However, variant spellings of names was 
common in the pre-Confederation period. When more than one version of a member’s 
name was identified, the variant preferred by the Dictionary of Canadian Biography has 
been used with alternate spellings noted in square brackets. Designations (e.g., 
Honourable) are those that were in effect at the time of appointment. Political affiliations 
could not be established for pre-Confederation committee members. The political 
affiliation of each member in post-Confederation committees has been indicated. The 
names of all committee chairs and members are listed in the Index to Committee 
Members. 


The "Recommended" section of the entry refers to the member of the Legislature 
who proposed the motion to establish the committee. With some pre-Confederation 
committees it was not apparent who had proposed the Committee and this has been noted. 


The interim and final reports of each committee are listed in chronological order by 
the date on which they were tabled in the Assembly. Publication dates and the source of 
information used to identify the reports are given when available. Earlier select 
committees seldom produced more than a final report and often these were printed only 
in the Journals. In recent years several select committees with very broad mandates, such 
as the Select Committee on Company Law and the Select Committee on Hydro Affairs, 
have extended over several sessions or even Legislatures. Their interim reports are, in 
effect, final reports on one facet of their investigations. An example of this is the Report 
on Automobile Insurance issued in 1978 by the Ontario Select Committee on Company 
Law.

Holdings information, i.e., the location of committee reports, is given for the Ontario 
Legislative Library and the Archives of Ontario. No attempt was made to establish other 
locations. Informational notes have been provided wherever possible to assist the user in 
understanding the mandate of the committee and its activities. 


Several publications were invaluable sources of information for the preparation of 
this checklist. Of particular note are the indexes to the Journals of the Assemblies of 
Upper Canada and the Province of Canada prepared by Alfred Todd, the various 
bibliographies of Ontario government publications compiled by Olga Bishop and Hazel 
MacTaggart, and the inventories of select committees prepared by the Archives of 
Ontario. A complete list of sources appears in the bibliography at the end of this 
publication. 


The original checklist was compiled by the late Eleanor Bares with the assistance 
of Danguole Juozapavicius. To extend the coverage of this checklist from 1792-1991, 
Richard Sage coordinated the identification and compilation of the pre-Confederation 
entries and Aileen Weir updated the checklist and prepared the subject index. Special 
thanks is due to all those who assisted in the preparation of this work. The care, patience 
and invariable good humour of our research assistants Catherine Johnson, Melanie Novis, 
June Pae and Maureen Perryman together with the word processing skills of Effie Kastris 
and Beverly Li contributed greatly to the quality and style of this publication.

Conservative : Originally the Tory party or "Family Compact" of 
Upper Canada, after 1854, it became officially the 
Liberal-Conservative Party, but was more commonly known as the 
Conservative Party. In 1942, it was renamed the Progressive 
Conservative Party. 


Co-operative Commonwealth Federation : Established in 1932 
by Canadian farm and labour organizations. After its expansion 
it changed its name to the New Democratic Party (N.D.P.) in 
1961. 


Independent : A term referring to candidates with no political 
affiliation to an established party. 


Liberal: Formed by the Reform and Clear Grit Parties of Upper 
Canada in the 1850’s, the party became known as the Liberal 
Party after Confederation. As a result of party factionalism the 
title Liberal was combined with other party names to express the 
divergence in loyalties. (See next 4 items) 


Liberal Progressive Party : In 1930 the Liberal Party joined 
forces with the Progressive Party which had been dissolved in 
1927. By the 1934 election most of the party members reverted 
to using "Liberal" only.

Liberal Independent : Indicates the candidate’s affiliation with 
the Liberal Party but also his rejection of some of the Party’s 
policies. 


Liberal Patron: Originating in the American group, "Patrons of 
Industry", this party was officially established in 1893 in Ontario. 
In the 1894 elections candidates ran using Liberal-Patron and 
Conservative-Patron to indicate their particular political slant. The 
"Patrons of Industry" supporters were absorbed by the Liberal 
Party by 1926. 


Liberal Labour : Founded in 1917 first as a federal party, the 
Labour Party ceased to exist as a separate political entity by the 
1930’s. Political candidates using the Liberal-Labour title 
acknowledged interest in both parties. 


New Democratic Party: (see C.C.F. above) 
Progressive Conservative : (see C (Conservative) above) 


Progressive : Following the 1923 election, the Conservative 
Government had refused to declare seventeen members of the 
United Farmers of Ontario Party as official ‘opposition (see 
below). Angered by this action, G.C. Drury, Harry Nixon and 
W.H. Fenton formed the Progressive Party from the dissatisfied 
U.F.O. members. With a broader appeal than that of the U.F.O., 
the Progressive Party remained active until 1927 when it 
dissolved. 


United Farmers of Ontario : Formed in 1914 to express 
politically farming interests in Ontario, by 1923 the Party had split 
into two groups: the U.F.O. and the Progressive Party. While the 
Liberal Party absorbed the Progressives by 1930, the U.F.O. 
became an affiliate of the C.C.F. (see above). In 1934 the U.F.O.., 
however, withdrew because of allegations that the C.C.F. was 
Communist. By 1939 the U.F.O. no longer existed as a party.

This led to 
a dispute between the House of Assembly and the Legislative Council over the 
question of whether or not a servant of the Crown (specifically a member of the 
Legislative Council) was subject to the summons of the House of Assembly or 
one of its Committees. The House did eventually succeed in having Mr. Burns 
brought before it, but its authority to do so was not acknowledged by either he 
or the Council.

Historical Background: In the winter and early spring of 1952, lake levels 
rose to such an extent that serious damage was done to buildings, homes and 
the shoreline of Lakes Ontario and Erie. Many representations were made to 
the government requesting protection against similar occurrences and assistance 
in repairing damage.

Historical Background: In the Legislature concern had been expressed about 
the cost overruns of the two heavy-water plants being built by Ontario Hydro 
at the Bruce Nuclear Power Development. The Committee was appointed to 
investigate the costs of construction, to review the implementation of the 
recommendations of the Select Committee on Bulk Power Rates (item #99) and 
to examine Ontario’s nuclear commitment including policy, cost and safety 
factors. Of the Committee’s major recommendations the following were 
implemented: 

- Theconstruction of one plant at the Bruce Development was stopped (it was 
restarted in April 1979 in order to build up energy reserves). 

- Ontario’s commitment to explore and develop nuclear energy continued with 
perhaps more public awareness of safety factors and need for satisfactory 
waste disposal methods. 

- The uranium purchase contracts from Denison Mines and Preston Mines 
were approved. 

- In 1980, the Ontario Energy Board approved Ontario Hydro’s request for 
authority to increase rates for municipal utilities and large industries by 9.5 
per cent.
